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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-6 are pending. The preliminary amendment filed 12/8/05 has been 
entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a liquid bleaching composition. 

Group II, claim(s) 6, drawn to a method of bleaching a textile. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 , at least, is 
anticipated by or obvious over Adriaanse et al (US 2002/01 981 27). Consequently, the 
technical feature which links claims 1-6, a liquid bleaching composition, does not 
provide a contribution over the prior art, so unity of invention is lacking. 

During a telephone conversation with Rimma Mitelman on March 14, 2008, a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-5. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claim 6 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the

invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Adriaanse et al (US 2002/0198127). 

Adriaanse et al teach an aqueous liquid cleaning composition having a pH of at 
least 7, preferably from 7 to 1 1 , and comprising from about 1 % to 90% by weight of a 
surfactant, a proteolytic enzyme and a primary stabilizer therefore, the composition 
further comprising an organic substance which forms a complex with a transition metal, 
the complex being capable of catalyzing bleaching of a substrate by atmospheric 
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oxygen. See Abstract. Suitable stabilizers include a boron compound and another 
substance capable of complexing with the boron compound to stabilize the enzyme in 
the composition but which complex dissociates in the wash liquor to render the enzyme 
active. Suitable boron compounds include sodium metaborate or sodium tetraborate 
(borax). Typical substances which form a reversible complex with the boron compound 
include sorbitol, etc. See paras. 223-228. Suitable transition metal complexes contain 
ligands (organic substances) which are the same as recited by the instant claims. See 
paras. 245-560. Specifically, Adriaanse et al teach the use of 5,1 2-dimethyl-1 ,5,8,1 2- 
tetraazabicyclo[6.6.2]hexadecane which is the same as recited by instant claim 5. Note 
that, Adriaanse et al teach that these transition metal complexes may be added to a 
composition containing 3.81% sodium tetraborate, 4.06% sorbitol, 0.4% protease 
enzyme, water, etc. See para. 649. Note that, the Examiner asserts that the 
compositions as specifically disclosed by Adriaanse et al would inherently have the 
same pH jump properties as recited by the instant claims because Adriaanse et al teach 
compositions containing borax and sorbitol in the same amounts as recited by the 
instant claims. Adriaanse et al disclose the claimed invention with sufficient specificity 
to constitute anticipation. 

Accordingly, the teachings of Adriaanse et al anticipate the material limitations of 
the instant claims. 

Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Remaining references cited but not relied upon are considered 
to be cumulative to or less pertinent than those relied upon or discussed above.
